NEW YORK (AP)—Hitler, tn a 
proclamation read to a gathering 
of tis party follawers at Munich, 
declared today that Germany's 
-future and the future of Europe 
would be decided on the Russian 
front, and asserted his enemies 
who believed they almost 
Sermany down would be “terri- 
bly disappointed.” 

It was the second time tn less 
than a month that Hitler chose 
to address his party by indirect 
‘means. The proclamation was 
read in the Munich Hofbrauhays 
by, Secretary of State Hermann 
Esser before members celebrat- 
ing the 23rd anniversary of the 
founding of the Nazi Party, and 
was recorded from the 
radio by the Associated Press.
